French Infantry were drawn up front­ 
ing the station to receive the Am eri­ 
cans. The latter was formed in battal­ 
ion and unfurled the American flag and 
naval ensign. 
At the sam e moment th* 
French troops came to salute and the 
French 
standard 
w as 
dipped.

French band struck up “Star Spangled 
Banner” and the great crowd, which 
surged across Alexander bridge shout­ 
ed "Vive 
les 
Americans!" “Vive la 
France!” 
The entire m ultitude uncov­ 
ered respectfully while 
the Amerlean 
anthem w as played. 
Another outburst 
of enthusiasm greeted the "Marsallles" 
and then the French escort took up th' 
line of march. 
All along the route the streets were 
lined with dense crowds eager to se.! 
the Americans. 
Women waved h a n d ­ 
kerchiefs and m iniature flags and there 
w as a continuous

of "Vive Ie? 
Americans." 
T he men made a most

Ja p a n has indicated her 
PU wet' before the world and hns won 
the adm iration of the world. 
N othing 
becom es a victory so m uch as a broad 
sp irit of m agnanim ity, 
lf Ja p a n still 
in sists In juggling th e em peror's head 
In the dust and forcing a useless battle. 
which will resu lt In th e loss of tens of 
thousands of lives, she m ay produce a 
rntyelnsm of anarchy g re ater th an th a t 
of the French revolution which will 
leave R ussia no governm ent to n egoti­ 
ate w’lth. besides th reate n in g the peace 
of Europe. 
T he usual precedents for 
th e ‘conclusion of a w ar are reversed 
In th is case.
